LONDON, April 8 — Loss of 
two British cruisers to Japanese 
action in the Indian ocean and the 
sinking of a 10,000 ton Italian 
cruiser in the M editerranean were 
announced by the adm iralty to­ 
day. 
One of the British cruisers lost 
was the 
8,975-ton 
Dorsetshire, 
previously perhaps the most en­ 
vied vessel in the royal navy. It 
was the Dorsetshire th at on May 
27, 1041, gave the giant German 
battleship Bismarck the coup de 
grace 
H er captain, Commander A E S. 
Agar, was privileged to give the 
order which sent a final torpedo 
into the huge Nasi dreadnaught, 
sending her to the bottom after 
a dram atic battle with ships and 
planes of the British navy. 
The other vessel was the 10.000- 
ton cruiser Cornwall. A total of

Sinking of the Dorsetshire and 
the 
Cornwall 
brought 
British 
cruiser losses to 18 out of 56 
since the outbreak of hostilities, 
not accounting for w artim e build­ 
ing 
The Dorsetshire and the Corn­ 
wall, like the Prince of Wales 
and the Repulse, were both Slink

Burma, and said th at Nippon 
troops "which are now north of 
Akyah” were advancing along 
the road to Calcutta. A recent 
C h in e se announcement that the 
Japanese had seized Akyah was 
found to b e erroneous.

have sunk 21 and heavily dam ­ 
aged 23 m erchant vessels in the 
Indian ocean, as well as shoot­ 
ing down 60 planes in recent 
activities.

NEW DELHI, April 9 - Striking 
at Indian territory for the third 
time in five days.

the base had been headquarters 
of the adm iral commanding the 
E ast Indian station. 
Two planes appeared over Co­ 
lombo where 57 Jap planes were 
destroyed or damaged by British 
fighter planes and anti-aircraft

WASHINGTON, April 9- The 
mighty Corregidor island fortress, 
where Lt. Gen. Jonathan M. Wain­ 
wright has made his headquarters 
following collapse of the Bataan 
defense, commands the entrance 
to Manila bay. 
On the island, located approxi­ 
mately three miles off the tip of 
Bataan and eight miles north of 
Manila bay’s south shore, is Fort 
Mills. A short distance south of 
Corregidor 
is Fort Hughes, 
a 
smaller fortified island, while two 
other island fortifications, Drum 
and Frank are located near the 
Cavite shore across the bay from 
Bataan. 
Since the w ar began, the anti­ 
aircraft guns of Corregidor have 
repulsed two prolonged Japanese 
aerial 
assaults, while 
inflicting 
heavy losses on the enemy. 
Early in January the Japanese 
sent waves of as many as 60 heavy 
bombers against Corregidor daily 
for nearly a w*eek, but the fortress 
continued to fight off the attacks. 
During the recent renewed Jap­ 
anese onslaught Corregidor was 
bombed 
daily 
for 
almost 
two 
weeks but the Japanese finally 
quit their attacks after losing be­ 
tween two and four bombers in 
every raid. Approximately 35 Jap 
planes have been blasted out of 
the sky *§< the amazingly accurate 
gunners.

W ASHINGTON, April 9— Bataan fell today to numeri­ 
cally superior Japanese forces, entrapping 36,800 heroic 
American-Filipino troops who were physically exhausted 
from five days of terrific bombardment, a shortage of ra­ 
tions and the ravages of disease. 
Announcement was m ade in a brief communique issued 
at 5:15 a. rn., followed later by a statement from Secre­ 
tary of W ar Stimson that the fate of the encircled defend­ 
ers is not known. 
The end came when Lt. Gen. Jonathan M. W ainwright 
reported from Corregidor that the valiant little band of 
Americans and natives on Bataan had been outflanked 
and that efforts to relieve them had failed. 
Of the 36,800 troops trapped, 
approximately 17,500 
were said by the war department to be Americans. 
At rn press conference later, Stimson expressed the con­ 
viction 
that 
the 
brave 
defenders of 
Bataan will be 
avenged.

WASHINGTON, April 9— Fighting furiously hut hope­ 
lessly to the very end, the valiant defenders of Bataan 
were overcome today by the terrific numerical superiority 
of the enemy and by their own complete exhaustion. 
Announcement was made by the W ar department in a 
special communique issued at 5:13 a. rn. in which Lt. Gen. 
Jonathan M. Wainwright reported from Corregidor that 
her Amerian-Philippine forces on the peninsula had been 
outflanked and that efforts to relieve them had failed. 
“ Full details are not available,’* the brief 80-word 
communique said, “ but this situation indicates the prob­ 
ability that the defenses on Bataan have been over­ 
com e.” 
Loss of the peninsula came on the 90th day of the bat­ 
tle of 
Bataan, a 
deliberate campaign of attrition com­ 
menced last January IO by Gen. Douglas MacArthur fol­ 
lowing the fall of Manila. 
Four Forts Hold Out 
It by no means concludes the defense of the Philippines 
however. 
A considerable force is still resisting the enemy 
on the island of Mindanao, 250 miles to the South, while 
four powerful forts in the Corregidor-Cavite area — Fort 
Mills, Fort Frank, Fort Hughes and Fort Drum — are still 
holding out, preventing the enemy from using the facilities 
of Manila hay.

Mr. McDowell pointed out, how­ 
ever, that school busses operating 
on tires obtained by certificate 
can be used only to transport 
pupils and teachers to and from 
Achoo!. 
Nearly all of the school 
busses in the county still are op­ 
erating on tires which were ob­ 
tained before the rationing pro­ 
gram became effective, the coun­ 
ty coordinator said. 
In view of the acute rubber 
shortage, however. Inwood Smith, 
state coordinator, suggests that 
the 
practice 
of 
using 
school 
busses for non-eligible uses should 
be discouraged even though such 
vehicles are operating on tires 
purchased prior to the effective 
date of the rationing regulations. 
Recapped Tires Available 
Among 
the other regulations

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CHINESE ROAD-BUILDING 
W 
E CAN understand now how the Chin­ 
ese could have built that great wall, 
with only primitive hand tools, along their 
northern border more 
than 
2,000 years 
ago. 
That was the greatest construction 
job in human history. 
They are now engaged 
in another 
mighty task, which goes almost unnoticed 
among the great events 
of 
these times. 
They are constructing a new highway im­ 
mensely more difficult than the famous 
Burma Road which has served them as a 
supply line in this war and is now endan­ 
gered by the Japanese. 
This is known as the Sikang-Assam 
route. 
Built with primitive hand tools, it 
goes over the hitherto unconquered Hima­ 
layas. to connect China with northern In­ 
dia. Scores of thousands of workmen are 
engaged in the task, laying out the route 
and swarming like flies over the “roof of 
the world,” bridging rivers and spanning 
deep chasms. 
This, too, is in a region of very heavy 
rainfall where roads of the macadam type 
are easily washed out. 
The ends of the 
highway are reported as ready now, but 
intermediate sections perhaps a thousand 
miles long are still to be built. 
At the In­ 
dian end the highway connects with Cal­ 
cutta by road and rail. Added to this enter­ 
prise are two alternate routes, largely un­ 
built as yet, one of them more than 2,00(1 
miles long. 
The determination of the Chinese to 
have dependable outlets to India is evi­ 
dent. 
Those two great nations are to be 
more closely joined than ever before.

ASHINGTON — There are two major 
phases to the U. S. shipping picture, 
currently the sourest spot in the w ar pro­ 
gram. 
One, discussed two days ago in this 
column, is the problem of speeding the pro­ 
duction of hundreds of desperately needed 
cargo vessels. 
As revealed in that article, 
this vast program is being seriously ham­ 
pered by waste, inefficiency and pilfering 
of public funds and materials. 
The other phase is the equally vital job 
of loading and routing the great fleet of 
merchant ships needed to supply the em­ 
battled w ar machines of the United Na­ 
tions. Here too the story is often the same 
— mismanagement, 
tragic 
waste 
and 
worse. 
The picture is not all black. 
As in the 
case of shipbuilding, the situation on the 
West Coast now is very good— thanks to 
recent marked improvement due to the ap­ 
pointment of 
a 
regional shipping czar, 
Dean Wayne Morse of Oregon university. 
Authority was centralized in his hands on 
the joint recommendation of ship opera­ 
tors and the 
CIO longshoreman’s union, 
the dominant maritime labor organization. 
But on the Allanite Coast the picture is 
very different. 
There it smells to high 
heaven. 
Following the excellent results obtain­ 
ed by the appointment of Morse, the Pres­ 
ident advised W ar Shipping Administrator 
Emory S. (Jerry) Land to clean up the 
dismal East Coast mess the same way. The 
inside word is that 
Land balked under 
pressure from the operators and Jack 
Ryan, burly boss of the 
AFL longshore­ 
man’s union, which rules the Boston, New 
York and Philadelphia waterfronts. 
Rival CIO marine leaders charge that 
behind the opposition of Ryan and the op­ 
erators is the fear that under an impartial 
federal shipping czar the CIO unions will 
wrest control of the waterfront from them. 
But whatever the reason, it is a fact that 
Land has resisted taking the step that has

Many Causes for Maladies 
Producing Pains in Abdomen 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 


THE ACUTE abdomen is a 
term employed by surgeons and 
means any sudden catastrophe 
which produces severe abdominal 
symptoms. 
The acute abdomen, in terms of 
symptoms, means pain, discom­ 
fort, fever, prostration, shock and

vomiting. They may not all be 
present, but usually a combination 
of three or four of these will be 
present It is highly important for 
the surgeon to make a diagnosis 
before shock and prostration in­ 
terfere with treatment and that 
is why the condition should be 
known to the layman in every 
household. 
The causes of acute abdomen 
are many. Probably the common­ 
est is scute appendicitis. This may 
start out quite insidiously, but 
within 24 or 48 hours change from 
a mild pain in the abdomen to a 
severe condition of distention, 
vomiting and shock. 
A second cause of the acute ab­ 
domen is intestinal obstruction. 
The commonest form of this is a 
strangulated hernia. It is aston­ 
ishing how many people do not 
know that they have a hernia 
which may be dangerous. Of a 
series of patients who entered a 
hospital with a strangulated fem­ 
oral hernia, 43 per cent, and their 
doctors, did not know that a hernia 
existed, and had no idea of the 
cause of the symptoms. 
A third form of intestinal ob­ 
struction occurs around adhesions. 
In any patient who has had an ab­ 
dominal operation and who sud­ 
denly has the symptoms of acute 
abdomen, this complication should 
be suspected. 
Another which occurs in chil­ 
dren is known as intussusception. 
This is a telescoping of the small 
bowel into the large bowel. A form 
of intestinal obstruction that oc­ 
curs in old people is known as vol­ 
vulus and is due to a twisting of 
the bowel on itself. 
Acute abdomen may be caused 
by perforation of a part of the 
stomach or bowel in which an ulcer 
has eaten through. This occurs in 
ulcer of the stomach, typhoid 
fever, ulcerative colitis and* other 
conditions. 
Still another cause of acute ab­ 
domen is a twisting of one of the 
pelvic organs. 
The most important thing that 
the layman should know about 
acute abdomen is not to try to treat 
it at home: especially not to try 
to treat it with cathartics. Some­ 
body who has “a little bellyache” 
almost invariably thinks it will 


get better if he takes a cathartic. 
In every known condition which 
causes an acute abdomen, this sim­ 
ply makes it worse and tends to 
throw the patient into a dangerous 
shock. 
The best thing to do is to apply 
heat until the doctor gets there. 
By all odds, if there is any possi­ 
bility of getting a doctor, do so. 
A great many cases get well by 
themselves if they are not stirred 
up by a cathartic, so even if you 
can't get a doctor, don’t get hys­ 
terical and don’t give a cathartic. 
Put the patient to bed with heat 
on the abdomen in the form of a 
hot pack or a hot towel and remem­ 
ber that there is such a thing as 
the acute abdomen which begins 
with little symptoms such ss a 
little pain and discomfort, but 
which can quickly grow into big 
ones. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E. L.: “My daughter’s feet get 
white as soon as she gets cold. She 
is healthy in every other way, is 
24 years old and is working. Could 
you advise me as to what I could 
do?” 
Answer: These vasomotor dis­ 
turbances are often due to emo­ 
tional upsets. She should wear 
woolen stockings and avoid con­ 
strictions such as garters around 
the legs. The blood vessels of the 
feet can be exercised by alter­ 
nately raising and lowering the 
feet 20 to 30 times at night before 
retiring. 


L. E. B.: “Should a person who 
has sinus trouble stop smoking?” 
Answer: Smoking does no real 
harm to sinus trouble. The only 
problem is whether it causes dis­ 
comfort or not. This is a matter 
of experience. In other words I 
would advise you to question your­ 
self honestly to see whether smok­ 
ing does you any harm and act in 
accordance. 


J. E. G.: “Please advise me in 
your columh what the seven-year 
itch is and what causes it?” 
Answer: This question has come 
to me two or three times and I have 
looked in all the medical diction­ 
aries and books on skin diseases 
and reader’s handbooks, etc., that 
I can find, and have not been able 
to locate it. If anybody can help 
in this, we will be glad to furnish 
you with the information. It is 
obviously an old-time and out­ 
moded name for something, but I 
don’t know what.
